Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  nay  Annual  Report  for 
1948.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  the  report  is  confined  to  essential  statistics. 

1.  Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  births  has  fallen  considerably,  due  to 
war-time  change  in  population. 

Death  Rate 

This  is  again  unstandardised,  so  that  no  true  com- 
parison as  regards  age-group,  death  rate  can  be  made. 
Heart  conditions  in  an  increasingly  ageing  population  have 
been  mainly  the  cause  of  an  increase. 

2.  Infectious  Disease 

There  was  a sharp  epidemic  of  measles,  not  of  great 
severity,  and  not  causing  any  fatal  case.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  only  nine  sporadic  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever. 

8.  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  number  of  children  protected  in  the  6 to  15  years 
age-group  being  large, a n effort  was  made  to  increase  the 
percentage  protected  in  the  1 to  6 years  age-group. 
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Seventy-one  children  in  this  latter  group  completed 
immunisation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  approximate  % 
ages  fully  immunised  were  : — 

Age-group  1 to  5 years  ...  ...  ...  25.8% 

Age-group  5 to  15  years  ...  ...  ...  66.8% 

The  immunising  agent  used  in  all  cases  was  Alum 

Precipitated  Toxiod  in  two  injections  of  0.3  to  0.4  cc  and 

0.5  cc.  No  ill  effects  have  been  reported  to  me  with  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  cases  of  temporary  localised 
swelling  and  tenderness  at  the  site  of  injection.
